(10)  Parapsychology  -  E.S.P.; 

(11)  How  to  study  and  evaluate  modern  art  forms; 

(12)  The  over-emphasis  on  the  Dollar  in  our  society; 

(13)  Various  Educational  Techniques  and  their  Validity.

LITERARY  CORNER 

Well,  it's  finally  over.  The  poetry  contest,  that  is.  All  entries 
except  one  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  judges  and  the  winners  will  be 
announced  in  about  two  weeks.  The  response  to  the  contest  was  very 
gratifying  and  prompts  me  to  think  of  other  competitions  we  could  have. 
I  plan  to  organize  a  short  story  contest,  a  novel  competition,  and 
perhaps  even  a  Norse  Saga  Invitational. 

During  this  whole  poetry  thing  I've  asked  myself  what  makes  shitty 
poetry,  good  poetry,  and  great  poetry.  Many's  the  night  I  looked  in  the 
mirror  and  said  "Brian,  what  makes  shitty  poetry,  good  poetryj  great 
poetry."  These  are  my  ideas  on  the  subject. 

Shitty  poetry  is  the  most  prevalent  type  these  days,  especially 
among  young  people.  They  see  a  piece  by  Dylan  or  Cohen  and  right  away 
the  idea  pops  into  their  head  that  they  could  do  twice  as  good  a  job. 
They  take  great  pains  to  follow  their  style,  mood,  and  usually  the  same 
subject  material.  Unfortunately  these  would-be  poets  don't  realize 
that  good  poetry  is  not  a  matter  of  copying  someone  else  but  expressing 
a  feeling  or  emotion  that  they  themselves  experience,  something  that  is 
a  part  of  them,  something  that  comes  from  within  them. 

This  might  sound  a  bit  "corny"  but  it  is  true.  For  example,  attack- 
ing the  middle  class  way  of  life  is  currently  the  fad.  For  you  or  I  to 
do  this  effectively  is  nearly  impossible  because  we  are  all  part  of  it. 
When  you  go  outside  of  that  society,  as  Dylan  did,  then  you  are  in  a  bet- 
ter position  to  assess  that  society. 

Now  the  question  arises  of  what  is  the  difference  between  good  poetry 
and  great  poetry.  In  my  opinion,  the  main  difference  is  in  communication . 
A  great  poet  not  only  goes  within  himself  but,  by  setting  his  thoughts 
down  on  paper,  is  able  to  give  part  of  himself  to  the  reader.  When  one 
reads  great  poetry  you  not  only  know  the  fears,  hopes  and  dreams  of  the 
author  but  you  can  also  feel  them  at  the  same  time. 

This  is  my  criterion  for  gauging  poetry.   I  am  now  convinced  that 
Shakespeare  is  not  haunting  the  halls  of  Srindale  College.   There  is, 
however,  a  lot  of  good  poetry  in  the  contest  and  a  great  deal  more  that 
wasn't  entered.
